12— CousidL'ralilu aliirni 
was Colt early this juoriiiug wbeu it bc- 
cnmo known around town that an out- 
burHt of fe'us had taken place in No. 1 or 
Ksphuijido shaft oC the New Vancouver 
Goal Company's luiue, and that Muniigcr 
McGregor and seven others were hc- 
verely, if not seriously burned. 

Just as the afternoon shift was quit- 
ting work Inst night it was discovered 
that a feeder or outliurst of gas iu 
Lamb's incline on tlie inuiu level of the 
No. 1 shaft. bad been ignited; An effort 
was made to extinguish the ilnmes by" 
those who iir.st discovered tbem, but, they 
did not succeed in their efCorts. 

"Win. McGregor, uianuKep of the mines, 
was'^at ouce notilied of tbe tire, and with 
Jas. Price (tiro bo-'is), George Lee (lire 
boss), Peter Ilygli (timbennan), Donald 
Ferguson (tiiubenniiii), Frcii llurst, E. 
EdniundH, and II. Sliepi)ard went us 
quickly as possible to tbe st'ciie of the 
trouble and at once proceeded to take 
meuKures to prevent any further outburst 
of gas. While ougngod iu this work the 
gas agalu burst into flames, striking al! 
tile Mien above iiiinied, burning them bad- 
ly about the face and hands, 

Geo. jLee, in addition to being bbrned 
like the others, was tbrbwn against' the 
coal and Iiad bis log broken above the 
knee. His associates endeavored to take 
the unfortuimte man out of danger and 
carried him a long dista.nce- even while 
they were suffcrbg untold agony from 
their burns, but tlie damp cverUikiug 
tbem and being completely G.vliauated 
they had to leave him. Hr. McGregor 
on'r^ching',i^6 surface notified fi^^^ 
Robert Adnni of Protection Isidnd' shaft, 
and be, along with "\"Vm. Thorpe, a miner, 
went into tlie afterdamp and smoke,' and 
found their fellow-worknian in an un- 
conscious condition, succeeding in carry- 
ing him to the bottom of the shaft It

able martyrdom. One uC them writes 
that ho lias been accustomed to follow 
hounds afoot nnd has shared the foi- 
ttrnes of the American army in Cuba, but 
he ndds, these were mere pastimes in 
comparison to following Emperor Wil- 
lianu 

The latter, it appears, covered the 
sand road from Haifa to Jaffa in. two 
days, a dash seldom attempted in less 
thiui three days. Dead horses strewed 
the trail. Exhausted cavalrymen and 
camels struggled into Jaffa tlm>ugh the 
night. Some correspondeiits who were 
invited to witness the Emperor's en- 
trance into; Haifa' from- the yard of the 
American eonsnlate were driven oBE by 
the Turks, in spite of the protest of the 
consul, and the corrosi>Ottdent of an 
Italian paiMir who wrote that the Sultnn 
was bankrupting his country to euter- 
taiu the Emperor, while he never piiid 
his soldiers, was cast into prison with- 
out any charge being made against him, 
and was beaten and starved. He suc- 
ceeded, hoM-ever, iu escaping by bribing 
some of the Turks, and now the Italiuu 
government has demanded a heavy in- 
demnity for the correspondent's arrest 
and ill-treatment. 



OOOD-BYE TO ABEBDEBNS. 

Parting Words at Quebec a Tribute to 
Frcttch-Oanadian Loyalty. 

Quebec, Nov. ■ 12.— (Special)— The Earl 
and Countess of Aberdeen and party 
departoil on the'Iiabrador to-day. They 
said farewell to the people of Quebec 
last night. The attendance nt the city 
hall to witness .the presentation of the 
farewell, addresses was rather less than 
might have been expected. 

The. civic address, read by Mayor 
Parent was a tribute to the high per 
sonnl qualities of the vlcc-regal couple 
and it added; "From our sun-lit fields 
from our thriving cities and town.<, con- 
stantly ascend on all sides congratnla- 
tions of a people contented with tlieir 
lot, as loyal to England as their anises- 
tors wore to France, and as confidently 
and steadily moving onward nnd ui)- 
ward towards the achievement of their 
destinies." 

In replying. Lord Aberdeen said Ibis 
was the climax of all the farewells he 
had receiYe<l. He paid a tribute to tlie 
loyalty of the French race, adding that, 
whatever might be said of them, their 
patriotism was appreciated and under- 
stood by the sovereign. 

Addresses were presented by the St. 
Amlrew's society, the Irish organiza- 
tions iiiul the Women's Council. To the 
last I^ady Aberdeen replied in French.

Aliens Should Not lie AlLowed to 
Carry Away Our Placer

A Stronj? reeling- That the Govern- 
ment Should Legislate 
Upon the' Question. 



Tin; position the Colonist lias taken in 
urging that British Columbia ought to 
retain licr placer mines for British sub- 
jects, seems to be generally conunended 
judguig by the views of a number of 
people who were asked yesterday tu ex- 
press their opiuio'ns upon the subject. 
Saturday is not the most favorable lime 
to see business men as many of them 
close up their places iu the afternoon and 
go home to enjoy a half holiday. Still 
catching people haphazard on the street 
serves to give a pretty fair idea of what 
the general feeling is. That feeluig aa 
voiccil yesterdiiy by the men interviewed 
was with oiie exception altogether in ac- 
cord with tlie stand taken liy the Colon- 
ist. That one exception was a gentle- 
man who declined to allow his name to 
be used. He dissented from the sugges- 
tion that aliens should not be allowed te 
take up placer claims and his reason wa.j 
that ho had a good many Americati 
friends and he did not want to go against 
them. There was- not a single man, 
however, who had an unkind word for 
our neighbors to the South. The reasons 
they held for taking the stand tliat Brit- 
ish Colinnbia's i)lacer mines shoidd be 
kept for British sulijects was not one of 
hostility to aliens, but simply on a com- 
mon sense business ground that it was 
both foolish and wrong to allow outsid- 
ers to gather the apples from Britisli 
Columbia's orchard and then carry Uie 
fruit over to the other side of the fence 
to enjoy it at their leisure while British 
Cokunbia got nothing fur the golden aji- 
ples so carried away. 

The opiiuons here expressed tire those 
of men on both sides in politics, for 
party i)olitics do not enter Into this ques- 
tion at all, Briti.sh Columbians of all 
shades of jjolitics can range themselves 
on the same side in this matter under 
the banner "Business is business." 

Mr. II. A. Munn quite approved of the 
editoriiil in the Coloiust and expressed 
himself in this fashion: 

"I do not understand the Colonist to 
object to Americans because of tlieir 
nationality acquiring a title to mining 
property. It is those 'birds of passage' 
who pick tlie golden fruit of our coimtry 
and fly away with it to their foreign nests 
that you would restrict An American^ 
or any other alien of the white raties, 
who will .make his home- in Canada and 
assist in its development is thrice wel- 
come. 

"This is of course part of a larger 
question. On the eastern, side of the con- 
tinent the Canadian is the 'bird of pass- 
age' and the American seeks to stop his 
migratory habits. The matter of an in- 
terchange of wage earners is very jn-oj)- 
erly one for an uiternational connnis- 
sion to settle. In this case the province 
having full control of its placer idincs is 
justified in saying how and by whom 
they may be acquired. 

"Regardless of its international bear- 
ing the province of Ontario found it ne- 
cessary to protect her lumber industry. 
British Columbia in the same spirit must 
legislate for h(T own peojile when occa- 
sion requires it. M'hat we want is set- 
tlers and the way to get them is not to 
offer the same advanlagi'S to residents ot 
foreign countries to ihnso who come here 
and bear all the responsibilities of citi- 
zenship. The comparatively insignificant 
benefits -we are deriving from the Klon- 
dike should, open our eyes." 

.■\ld. Ilumplirey was quite sure that it 
was not businesslike to allow aliens to 
come into Canada and carry aw-ay the 
gold that was one of the resources of 
the country. He believed that the laws 
ot both the I'rovince and Dominion 
should be so framed tlmt aliens should 
be debarred ■ from taking up placer 
ground. It was different with quartz 
mining, of course, .for that was a perma- 
nent industry, and people who operated 
qmirtz mines hod to stay in the country 
and sp'eiid their mopey here, 

Mr. Charles Haywnrd gave, it as his 
opinion' that the Colonist's suggestion 
should be supported, for he Could not 
see any objection to it. He^ quite ap- 
proved, too, of the distinction drawn be- 
tween i)lacer and quartz mines. Tlie 
hitter to<dv time and capital to develop, 
and foreign capital should be oncour- 
.•iged to ciiMio into the country. .Vs far 
as placer mining was concerned, the 
case w-as (iiiite difT(?rent. .Ml a man 
needed was bis outfit, Avbicli might be 
purchiised in an alien town. He might 
stay a few months in the Klondike or 
Atliii and take out a lot of gold, and 
then return to his own country, leaving 
Camilla none the better for his coming, 
riiit indeed poorer for the gold carried 
awiiy. 

" Vou mav count me among the ayes," 
said Mr. W. W. Ii Mclnnes, .M. P., 
when asked if he approved ot the Colo- 
nist's (>dit<irial. "That lias always been 
my p<isi( ion— that tlio gold in the placer 
claims should be reserved for British 
subjects." Mr. Mclnnes thought that 
both D(niiinioii and Locnl governments 
should frame their laws on this line. 

Mr. AVilliam ])all>y, ,1. T'., saiil lh;it to 
restrict the taking up of placer claims 
to British subjects was n business-like 
liroposil ion, of which he was iu f.ivor. 
It would be good for Canadian trade 
and bring money into the country, for 
it would result in niori? outfitting being 
done here. When he was in Jlontreal 
a yciu- ago, he had told the ICastcrn 
|)eopl(> that the placer ground in the 
Klondike slionld have been open only to 
location by British subjects, and he was 
still of this opinion, not only in regii.-d 
to the Yukon, but to AUiu as well. 

Jlr. J. L. Crimp, a representative old- 
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timer, heartily endorsed the idea of pro- 
hibiting aliens from taking up placer 
ground, but at the same time ho would 
be very careful to see that any alieii 
who had already a luiniug license or bad 
recorded should have his rights pre- 
served. 

Mr. John Cobbeldick, -ivho happened 
to be in town last night, said it was 
very niibusincs.s-like for Canadians to 
allow aliens to locate placer claims. The 
alien got the gold and went away, leav- 
ing Canada only the barren ground. It 
was like having a bank and Jetting an 
outsider come along and help, himself to 

the money This should be rectiiied, 

for it-'-w^si^not ai.iaatter of sentiment, 
but business; ^ " ■ 

Mr. L. G. McQuade was sure it -would 
be a good business stroke for the Prov- 
ince and Dominion to pass laws pre- 
venting , aliens from taking idacer 
claims. If a man came to Canada and 
made this his home, it was a beuelic to 
the country, but it was not ii benefit to 
have the gold curricd'?nway' by outsiders 
to another country without giving nriy- 
tliiug in return,

Perhaps there is nothing truer to-day 
than that old saying, "The pen is 
mightier thnn the sword," and iii the 
modern newsinn)er lies a great responsi- 
bility, as the opinions of ii great major- 
ity.' are formed' friom .press' expressions, 
and this applies as miieh In ' the realm 
of music ns in anything else. 

He who takes upon himself the task 
of criticizing music in this city has any- 
thing hut an easy thue, as there are so 
many standards to judge from, besides 
so niiiny opinions and tastes to con- 
sider. 'I'lie critic of the past has often 
erred in. either of the two extremes, in- 
asmuch OS he has either judged from too 
high a standard or else— twishing to be 
lenient— bttfe been over-full of praise. In 
the first place,' by too severe criticism 
there has been many -a promising musi- 
cian who would have been a great as- 
sistance to local musical circles, so dis- 
couraged that ho has given up music; 
and iu the other case there have been 
those who have become so self-satisfied 
that they have been a hindrance to 
music rather than otherwise, and the 
complaint otv conceit and self-satisfac- 
tion is as much to be dreaded as a con'- 
tagioHs disease, as it very often affects 
a groat number. 

In the jiast Victoria has gone through 
several e.^iieriences which, though per- 
haps not so pleasant as one might w-isli, 
nevertheless, by looking back and re- 
view-ing some, it is to be lioped that the 
lesson taught by tlicni will not be lost. 

For this week it will be enough if 
only two of them are dealt with, as the 
results experienced from both, though 
antithetical, are well worthy of serious 
consideration by those interested in thi! 
advaiicenient of music here. 

Ji'irst and foremost has been the pro- 
miscuous taking up of individuals who 
have arrived here without any recom- 
meiiilation as to their character, o.vcept 
that which they Iiave given themselves, 
and which thew expect to be accepted, 
and lias very often been by those inter- 
ested in niiisic and niusiciaiis; and iu 
this ease the old saying might very well 
be reversed, and put " out of good came 
evil," as there might easily be mentioned 
in this paper over a score of names of 
those will) have left town under rather 
peculiar eircumstances, and left not an 
altogether favorable reputation beliiiul. 

It is much better to support those here 
whose ability is m'uch better than is 
generally found in other cities ' of this 
size, and those coming with recom- 
mendatioiiB beyond dispute. ' 

The other' case for consideration is 
the formmg of musical societies' upon a 
social basis and meeting . iu private 
houses. ! Victoria t id not;x lia!rgc ''enougii 
fbrtthis .klnd of 'thing, ' with its cliiiues 
and sets, and the result can only be dis- 
astrous, as it not only keeps several 
from joining the recognized societies, 
but draws away quite a number that al- 
ready belonged to them, destroying to 
some extent the labor. and work of those 
wlio ha-Fo done so much for music here. 
Past experience has shown that all the 
social six-ieties started here, of which 
there have been quite a number,' have 
been fiiilnros. 

During the i)ast week there have lieeii 
several iiinsical evenings connected with 
the different churches. Among the first 
were two interesting programmes given 
in the St. James' hull for the small ad- 
mission of ten cents which goes to lield 
pay ofE the debt of the school room. M 
F. Finch-Smiles, who has justly earned 
quite a reputation here, wishing to a 
sist the church, kindly consented to re- 
cite, besides which there were severa' 
interesting vocal and instrumental nuiu 
hers imd several musical tableaus.. There 
is to bo another of these evenings given 
on 'i'hursday next. 

On Thursday evening last the Sunday 
school of St.. Saviour's church, Victoria 
West, had a benefit musical evening, 
when an interesting programme was pro 
vidcd, which was all vocal with the ex- 
ception of the' -well played violin solos by 
Mr. E. A, Pbw,cll. . ' .. ( 

On Tuesday night Miss. Lillian Arm 
sou, at Institute hall, gave fresh evidence 
to her friends and the public of her 
marked ability and good taste as an elo- 
cutioulst, not restricted -in her range of 
subject. She was also heard with Mr, 
Hicks in vocal music, and introduced. a 
new male quartette which promises to 
take a conspicuous part in the approach- 
ing season's entertainments. 

Last Wednesday and Thursday the 
congregation of St. Andrew's R. G. catii- 
edrnl held a bazaar in the Institute ball, 
the proceeds of which were to go to im- 
proving and finishing the grounds sur- 
rounding the cathedral, an oliject worthy 
of consideration by many of the olher 
cliurches. During each evening thc.-e 
was a nnisical progra.inme, to make the 
bazaar as attractive; as possible. Thi 
fiiiaiicial result of this ba/.aar was, it i 
believed, over seven hundred dollars. 

There was a service of song given in 
St, .lolin's cliurcb, under tlie direction ot

A. Louglield, organist, last Tuesday ev-

If any rash anthropologist Diinks that 
he understands savages he will probably 
ab.mdon that pride after reading Mr. Franz 
Boas" report to the Suilthsonhm Institute 
on "The Social" OrganWatlon, and Secret 
Societies of the'iKwaklutl Imjlatis of Brit- 
ish Columbia." ; No doubt,- their, customs 
apart, these are estimable, meu. They live 
In I. Inbornto wooden houses, and their art 
Is often highly creditable. But their cus- 
toms suggest that thi'y have been framed 
by lunatic school lioys for the eonrnslon 
o? .science, and with a special view to 
driving the economist and anthropologist 
into Idiocy. First, tiio Nortlierii tribes are 
"niateriiaily" orgiinlzeil, cinintlng kin 
til lough -women; those of the south liave 
k!:i through males, and In the centre the 
Kwakliitl have got nititters Into aii aiipre- 
ccdented mixture. Whether this arises 
from a development out of matriarchal in- 
to patriarchal society, or from., a ."yeiieer of 
uorrowed female klu laid over male kin, 
Is the (piestlon. Several northern tribes 
have aiiliiial totems, but do not claim de- 
..ei lit from them; rather they tell incredibly 
tedlnus legends iis to how they giit their 
crests, (.'rests are often explained no bel- 
ter In civilized iieraldry. Facli individual 
li,is a guiirdlnn spirit in bestial form (as 
among the Eastern tribes), but Ids guard- 
ian must be chosen out of the protecting 
beasts of! Ills clan. The Kwakiiitl have 
erests, too, but these, are di>rlved from 
some, my^thlcal. explpit of their ancestors, 
not froui .totems. Privileges go by the 
spindle side In a paternally organized 
society- a result, Mr. Boas .tblnks,-dt, bor- 
I owing from the maternal society of North- 
•111 nelgiiiiors. This Is dull, but we reach 
better things. Tlicre are ranks among the 
I'LwakintI savages, who have hereditary 
nobles, cuiiimoiiers and slaves. A noble 
rsoii-les" his original anceHtor, and 
when (he eldest son of a duke, say, iiKains 
nialorUy, the iiobh' mari|tiis, as it were, 
■s Ills seal in (he Iljiper Ilinise, while 
h's fatiier resigns, and la|ises liKo the rank 
of coinnioiiers. This arrangement is man- 
aged by a system which combines "binn- 
ing" at poker with reckless bidding at 
Christie's, nnd a plan of compulsory loans 
at 100 per cciit. Such are the Inherent 
vices of an aristocracy. Here It must be 
said that the unit of value Is a blanket., 
while an engraved copper plate of native' 
miike iioniliKilly repri'seiits almiit ."i.Ooii 
blaiikits. 'J'liese blankets and plates nre 
the circulating meilliim. A poor person 
iti d"bt may [lawn his name, say "Flying 
( loud," for a year, during which he calls 
biniselt something else, or Is anonymous. 
If he gets thirty blankets for his nanie 
he redeems that treasure by paying loo. 
A man of better credit can usually raise 
a loan of 'blankets at' ai)6nt^ 25 per, cent. 
Now, the ^on of a duke becomes d duke and 
ousts his father, thus— at about the ngi' 
of 12 he raises a loan of IfH) blankels at 
KiO per cent. He then gives away the 
blankets (o (he tribe; but, In any fnture 
dist rihul ion, of which there are plenty, 
he lias a right to tiirice as many blankets, 
but at (be end of (he year he has lo re- 
(iini his borrowed capital of lOil at UK) 
per cent., which leaves him nnlv Ion 
blankels. Tlu'se he lends out, atel if 
Is a eiirefnl lad he nmy S'lon aeiiclre Aoit 
hlaiil;e(s. on account of the prcvuiliug high 
rate of interest, espei liiily If he deals, with 
hard-pressed people who pawn their names, 
lint high Interest means bad security, nor 
would wo advl.se the youth often to lend, 
at .".no per cent., on the security of a 
litiwnrd personal name, unless failure to 
pay means (as It si'enis to do) the slavery 
of (111' ilefntiller, lu which case in- may 
(of lately mlghtl be, eaten nt an n'.-rei a lile 
mysdeal ceremony. .Such a Jo.v is worth 
taking a risk for. After paying ofl' his 
debt, (he yoiiag llnancler b-'conies a noble 
and assumes his fadier's seat. lie goes 
'Ul lending blankels and aeciulres wealth, 
not for its own sake, but tliat lie may 
he . able to give great "grease feasts," at 
which the guest's ' are nearly* roasted. 

Thus, property,' as far as wo see, melts 
into nnprofltnhle expenditure, while nt each 
dinner blankets are "given away." No- 
body may refuse them, and everybody has 
to pay (hem hack a( 1(10 per cent. Mean- 
while copiier idatcs are stilil and res'ild, 
t'Mclr value iiicreaslii'4 at each sale. One 
is iii.iw worth 7,.''i00 blankets! ('oin|ietltIve 
swacigi'r. In fact, regulates the market, a 
man lieing esteemed In proportion ;is he 
overbids others. A young ludde at llist 
only takes a small share In copper. The 
height nf fashion Is to break a copp-r; In 
fact, destruction of property Is the basis 
of the whole system of commerce. A 
uobic will destroy vast quantities of prop- 
rty that the glory may be reflected on to 
his successor. 

Honors depend, not only on wealth, but 
on what* wealth can buy, that Is on the 
most gruesome family ghost story, which 
the riglil to blazon Is on your doorpost nnd 
act It In a ballet d'actlon. Wealth can 
liny (liese delights because It can purchase 
a daughter of (he house which owns them, 
and so may descend through the female 
line to the sun (and snpercederl of the 
liiitid iiiirrhasi'r. who, be It observed, 
recouped by his fatlier-ln-law. on (he 
iiirtliH of th.' liilldren of (he union. Tims. 

le Maeki'ii/.les have a most di'test- 
alile spectre in tin- family. An ambitious 
Mackay buys a Miss Mackenzie, say, at 
r),000 blankets. His eldest son can now Inr 
hcrit tho story, blazon the spectre, and 
dress up like the spectre, while Mackriy 
is repaid his original outlay, by Instalments, 
at the birth of each child. When nil Is 
paid Mrs. JIackay may legally return to 
le Mackenzles. Therefore, the more she 
dislikes lier husband (he more she Is anxious 
■e a large family by liini. Meaii- 
wlilie, the more weallli the fatiier ac- 
quires (be more he wastes It. not from 
Atrnvagaiice, but (o lai'rease (he glory In 
whii'h his son. and superceder. Is helii liy 
oclcty. The more he loves his son the 
more he dissipates his inheritance. 

I'o make matters yet more mixed, these 
remarkable jieople have entirely st-parate 
systems for winter uso and sum- 
mer wr.-ir. la winter society depends on 
bin bfigles, the ghosts of the valued family 
legends. Si'cret socledcs. afllllated to these 
sins, now rule the riiost, and the 
ballets d'ai'tloii are danced. The young 
noble vanished away Into the company of 
pooks, he comes back dancing In (he most 
odious manner, anil Is exoiclsed. He used 
lo have slaves killed for him, whom lie 
then devoured: he now merely eats dried 
corpses niid bite.-* the lookers on. The 
cnrpss are those of bis defunct kinsfolk. 
By a pleasant figure of speech they are 
called "travelling provisions." In other 
dances divers and disgusting cruelties, such 
as hanging the Initiate from the roof by 
ropes passed through holes in his flesh, 
perpetrated. Such are the. recreations 
winter, '?f|ilch .far transceucl, tbe..mere 
nildHummor madness of this simple peo- 
ple. 

This plillniitliroplst regards these cus- 
toms with nhliorrence, and call.^ alond for 
workers in the mission Held. The radical 
thinker detects the Inherent nbnnilimtlons 
of an hereditary peerage and eiclnlnis: 

Down with the House of Lords." The 
calm anthropologist merely remarks the In- 
evitable boyishness of- 'inlddlei'. ba'rbarlnns. 
Really low savoges do hot behave In this 
way. An Anstrallnn black has no slaves, 
no aristocracy, no blankets, or, If some- 
body has given his one, ho trades It away 
for whiskey. The real savage represents 
the childhood, mldille barlMirlans, with Bfjt-

tied homes, represent the boyhood of the 
nil e. Hence the coniplicated system ot 
humorous atrocities, and the eiirly Instinct 
of usury, as may be rend In Mr. Thacke- 
ray's report on Dr. Birch's school. To 
make the loans, at 100 per cent., com- 
pulsory, is natural to men In a boyish 
condition. The exaggerated value set by 
collectors on coppers is also boyish. For 
the.rspti religion, .;.wltli the old of competi- 
tive' swagger, tantum potult suadcre malo- 
rum. Among really low savages there Is 
no social ambition; nobody destroys prop- 
erty (as by paying i:t,Oiwi for the (lowers 
at one dance) iiii'rely to nequlre social 
prestige. Nobody jiawiis his name to a 
savage Mr. llooley for a remote pecuniary 
advantage. (.'onsideralile advance In cul- 
ture must exist before these things can be 
done. The yucstlou Is, whether advance 
in culture :is -vyorth having at the price, a 
probleni on which Itosseau and Br. Johnson 
entertained opposite opinions. Such is the 
moral of Mr. Boas' rcmai(Eabtc report to the 
Smithsonian Instltutt;.

!ind in part to economy in expenditure, 
The liiprovenu'nt in the payment of 
taxes. is_ a sign of improvement in times. 
The. economy in expenditure is a eiga of 
improvement in management. Both of 
these are very excellent. 

Ci'iicernini; the use to which it is pro- 
posed to put the money, some observ;i 
tions seem called for. The waterworks 
reservoir ia to bo completed. This is 
wise step. We tliinU it would hay 
been wiser to provide for a roof, but 
this can bo added at another time, if 
found neeessarj'. The eireiilation in the 
reservoir may be sufflciont to prevent 
any deterioration in the filtered water, 
it seems a pity, however, not to liav( 
carried out in full the recommendation.' 
ofs the esperts on this point. The pav 
ing of Fort street iii a legitimate subjeci 
for a portion of the unexpected expendi- 
ture. Probably the business houses on 
the street would prefer that, as the 
■work has been deferred so lonj:, it 
should not now be begun until after 
Christmas. Everything might be got 
ready in .advance, as far as it can he 
iloiie economically, and the work could 
then be pushed through with all speed, 
as soon as the weather would permit. 
Tlie additional $3,000 which has been 
made available for streets can be readily 
used to advantage. "We suggest that a 
considerable portion of it should be ap- 
plied to sidewalks and crossings. Good 
-crossings are vei-y much, needed in ' the 
winter. Several places might be. men- 
tioned where tliey seem to be especially 
called for. Douglas street, at the inter- 
seetiou of Kane, for example, or (iov- 
ccniient, -ai the intersection of Ilum- 
1)ohU. The one is near St. Andrew's 
cliureli, the other near the post ollice. 
Take also Belleville street, at the end 
Df .lames Bay bridge. I'here is a. cross- 
ing here made of three rows of stone, 
btst owing to the depression of the street 
tO; tbcwest of' it,. mild; collects there and 
is carried to the 'crossing by the wIkm-Is 
of vehicles, so that it is always nunldy. 
The new water main on I'aiidor.-i street, 
and the beginning of work on Koek Bay 
TiE-idge, will absorb $5,500, and nearly 
$6,000 has been left untouched. To 
iiiaay peoi)le it will seem very strange 
that Alderman W.lson's suggestion, th;it 
■$5,000 should be appropriated for tlu! 
Uiirehase of a fire engiiu', was not acted 
•oh; "We wore told n few weeks ago 
that an additional fire engine was abso- 
lutely neeossnry; yet though the council 
has the money to pay for one, it does 
not use it for such a purpose. This 
..seems to call for an explanation. 



MODERN OiyiLIZATION. 

The writer of the life of Alexander 
the C!re-it, now running in the Century 
Magazine, speaks of that illustrious 
soldier as having levelled up the terrace 
ijfion which mo<lorn civilization is built 
By this he means that the eastern limit 
of Alexander's empire bounded in that 
direction th(; operation of the infliionces 
which have molded what we used to 
call the civilized world. Alexiuider 
died in :52;5 B.C., that is 123 years bi> 
fore .Tulius Cacsur was bom. .The iu- 
flneuco of these two miist' be 'taken to- 
gether. A century and a quarter is iu)t 
a great period in the life of a nation 
but it was sutllcient to see the decay of 
the structure, which Alexander reared, 
and the advance of Roine to supremacy. 
Uoine during this period was just 
emerging from barbarism. It was be 
ginning to feel the effect of Grecian cnl 
lure, and tlnere is no more remarkabh 
illustration of the superiority of iutel 
leetual development over military prow- 
ess than is alTordod by the fact, that all- 
eoiKiuering Itome regarded the region 
over which Greece had extended her 
sway as eoveiing all there was of the 
worlil. It is true that Macedon was 
not usually regarded as a jiart of 
(Ireei-e, hut the greatness of Alexander's 
empire was due to Greehin iiilluenee 
upon the Maei'donian temi)eranient. 
The imiierial ediliee, which Caesar erect- 
ed upon tlu' foundation laid by Alexan- 
der, lias given character and form to 
our modern civilization. 



i ^ A BREACH OF FAITH. 

The action of the provincial govern- 
ment in withdrawing from the Oonnty 
court judges the allowance of .f.500 a 
year as stipendiary magistrates is clear- 
ly a breach of faith with them and with 
the Itominion governmeat When some 
eighteen or twenty years ago the Domin 
ion governmeut desired to appoint Coun 
ty court judges for British Columbia, 
who had had legal training, it was e::- 
plained by the government of this prov 
ince, by the representatives in parliii 
i^ent'and by the Ibar that the proposid 
8'nlai?y''of' $2,400 ^'j'ear was^too httle to 
secure the services of competent :nen, 
jind an arrangement was thereupon en- 
tered into between the two goverunitiith 
that $S<K) '.a^ X^aiJ should paid tlu 
County court judges, for their services 
;is stipendiary magistrates, and on the 
faitli of this agreenu'iit the present 
judges accepted appointment. To per- 
emptorily '.withdraw this allowance can- 
not be justified. British Columbia is not 
MO i)overty-stricken us to be obliged to 
broiik faith with old public serv.'inl;-^. ]; 
is possl|>!e;^ tliat Attorney-General Mar- 
tin is riot nwiire of these ftiots. 



NOT A DIOSIUABLIO CIIAXGK. 



The Ilo.sslaud Miner understands that 
it is, proposed to amend the mining law 
6o* as 'to provide for the fcalo nt public 
.iauction pf all mining claims upon which 
■assessment work luis not boon done, and 
: it- does not think the (change desirable. 
'The Colonist agrees with this view. The 
government might get in a little addi- 
. tional, revenue, from .such .a source, but 
the wisdom of creating n class of specu- 
lators, who will lie in wait walching for 
(Jpportunities to buy up prospects, which 
the discoverers have been compelled to 
abandon, . is questionable. The law 
very well as it is. If a prospector locates 
a claim and fails to prove up on it, the 
next nuin who comes along can relocate 
it. This is ns it fihould be. To sell, the 
claim to s6irie speculator would lie' to cur- 
tail the field in which the bona fide pros- 
pector hiis'tb work. The IMiner is right 
in what it says about the usefulness of 
the prospector to British Columbia.

Young people, in their study of his- 
tory, imght not to lose sight of this, for 
if history is not taught differently now 
to what it was forty years ago, they 
will not loarn at school that, while 
Greece was developing her culture and 
refinenuMit, and Itome was advancing 
from being nu'rely the refuge of robber 
hordes to the position of mistress of 
the Jlediterranean and all the countries 
adjacent thereto, civilizations, already 
hoary with age, ivere in existence in 
India and China^ and that these con- 
tinue without substantial change to this 
day. The ciistoni of the school books 
was to refer to Rome as the Mistress of 
the AVorld. This is a misleading mis- 
nomer. The world, from the Roman 
point of view, was the part of It, which 
Caesar conquered, odded to that which 
Alexander subdued. From the British 
Isles on the west to the Indus on the 
east, and from the forests of Germany 
on the north to the African (b^serts on 
the south, was the world of Caesar, and 
the ■\vorld .which Alexander. conquered, 
and, having conquered, wept becau^se 
there was no greater scope for his andii- 
tinn, v.'.'is less than half as lar.ge. 

The chief fealuies of our ino<ieiii civ- 
ilization may be said to be religion, lit- 
erature, industrial progress and tlu- art 
of self-government. • The religion of 
Christendom, for modern ci^ ilization 
and Christendom are eo-extensive, i 
founded upon the philosophy of Greeci 
the ceremonial of ancient Rome, and the 
theocracy of the Jewa, wJiose countrj- 
formed a part' of Alexander's realm, ns 
it afterwnrda did of that of the Caesars. 
Our literature is derived from Greek 
models. AVhen the influence of Roman 
imperialism was dominant in Europe, 
literature and religion controlled the 
levelopment of civilization, hut in the 
course of Ji few centuries first the Goths 
and other Teutonic tribes from the 
North, and afterwards the Saracens and 
other Mohammedan tribes from th 
East and South, introduced lunv eh 
ments. The :\Iohammedan element ex- 
terminated the civilization, including tlu 
religion and literature, with which il 
came in contact. The Teutonic races 
though invincible in the battlefield, wert 
easy captives to the church of Rome, 
and having no literatim" of their own, 
acceiited witliont (piestinn what tlieir 
vantjuished enemies had to offer them. 
Here wo reach the foundation of what 
we call modem civilization. It was the 
engrafting upon the Teutonic stock of 
the religion and literature of Imperial 
Rome. What was the Teutonic contri- 
bution to the common fund. Wo have 
mentioned above four principal elements 
of our modern civilization. Two of 
these came either directly from IJome or 
from (Jreeee and .Tudea through Roman 
channels. The other two came from the 
Teutimic side of the partnership. The 
mechanical genius of Rome was imitat- 
ive, not inventive. There is a difference 
in degree, hut not in kind, between the 
triumphs of mei-haiiical art in li.-ihylon, 
Egypt, (Jreece and Rome. For the in- 
ventive genius we must look to the 
Teutonic stock. Reared under less 
favorable .'d;ies than their .southern 
neighbors, they had the incentive to im- 
provement. Necessity sharpened tlieir 
faculties, The Norsemen, wbi) fought 
the fierce gales of the North Atlantic, 
necessarily built better ships and were 
better sailors than the mariners, who 
dodged from port to port, and from 
island to island in the suii-kissod Medi- 
terranean. If St. I'aul had been on a 
Viking's ship when lie made his trip to 
Rome, 'the shipwreck- at Malta woidd 
hardly have happened. This only by 
way of illu.^tratioii. Th(! Teutonic race 
also contributed the faculty of self- 
government. We axe aware that sonn; 
writers attribute the self-governing fac- 
ulty evident in European- ■ races to 
lionian inlluence, but we 'thittlc Witliout 
warrant, because there never appears to 
have boon a tinie when the Teutonic 
stock was not solt-govorning, that is 
democratic. If the origin of the faculty 
were Ronuin, it would be very strange 
that its best development should be 
found ainong the liiitin races. 

So potent was Grecian influence upon 
|he'joivili7,atioh diBveloped' aftei'*'the con- 
mcf 'ot the Toutonie -races'" with" Rome, 
that for centuries no one thought of 
looking further eastward than Alexan- 
der had gone, and the' Atlantic barred 
progress tOj, the ; wpgt.' . vThus confined to 
Very tfai;row'-llmKsi'''a'rid- tl^veloped with- 



out knowledge of tho systeras of philoso- 
phy, the religious doctrines, llie ideas ot 
govcrnniont, and the material progress 
fjn'ndo'by the major part of the world, 
what we call modem civilization evolved 
its own superstitions, set up its own bar- 
riers, formed its own meagre concej) 
tions of the relations of men to each 
other, and to- the universe and its 
Creator. During the last half century 
the horizon has been widening, ami as 
we have discovered that there was far 
more of the world than .Vlexauder 
Mace'dou comiuered, so we see that 
there is more of life than the philoso- 
phers of Greece, imagined, or tlio ecclesi- 
astics of ancient Rome could possibly 
conceive. Great as has been the pro- 
gress of the past, tho promise' of the 
future is far greater.

lumber. Our sole impocts consisted of 
$19,902 worth of coffee. Being an agii- 
culturnl and stock-raising country, Ar- 
gentine does not produce much- which 
Canada requires to import, but Impnrt,- 
nuiny tilings which Canada can supply 
Lumber has already been referred to, 
the importation of which runs up to 
about $5,000,000 a year, the Domi nion 
supplying only one-tenth. Coal and cok- 
are imported to the value of about .'?8, 
000,000 annually. There would prob- 
ably be a demand for our canned salmon 

The Oregonian says that the peoide i,t 
tho United States cannot rest content 
with their present territorial limits. This 
is quite true, but it was equally true of 
the ancestors of the English-speak 
ing race two thousand years ago. It i; 
not because they ar(> the people of tin 
United States that this earth hunger is 
upon them. It has been bred in tho raci 
for more generations tlinn can easily hi 
counted. We venture to say that if the 
opposition to the policy of expansion 
could be traced to its origin, it would be 
found to bo due to that portion of the 
population, which has the least propor- 
tion of the old reckless, westward-pushin;; 
blood. You can no more stop the earth 
hunger of the Anglo-Saxon, than you can 
paralyze the attraction of gravitation. 



If it be true that Proyfiis is to bo 
brought back to France, a very severe 
strain will be put upon the political situ- 
ation in that country. Tho only tiling 
that will prevent an outburst that wouM 
undoubtedly lead to a military dictator- 
ship, will be the general loyalty of the 
rank and file of the army to republican 
institutions.

The annual meeting of the Cowlclinu 
AKrIcultural Society was held at Duncan 
oil November 5, the president, Mr. G. T. 
Corfleld, In the chair. , .OTUc election o£ 
new otflcors resuIKd Jn the choice of. tkc 
following: -' •' ( 

Pre.sldent. W. R Robertson, M.P.P.; vice- 
presidents, W. H. Elklngtou and Henry 
Kiiiisall; secretary-treasurer, G. H. Had- 
wcai; cxoeutlvo committee, F. M. Maltlaud- 
DuuKall, W. G. Duncan, B. Lomas, J. 
Jlcl'bcrson, A. Bell, A. R. WllBOtt, A. 
Drumnioud, C. T. Gibbons, A. McKinuon 
and Major Mutter. The secretary-trcnsur- 
s report contained some very practical 
buggestlous, and was- as follows: 

Mr. iPresltlent and Gentlemen,— In present- 
ing a report on tho post season, I tliliik 
I liiay my that In Rplte of one of the dryest 
.Tiul iiotlest Buniiiiers wl> liavo kaown, tlie 
lis Keiienilly have Ijcou good. The niln 
111 June proved very trying to the straw- 
lieirv grower and tlie early haynuiker, but 
did good to the tliiiiitUy and grain. Tlie 
• jitrciiiolv hot woatlicr following found 
in- of" us with burnt up pastures, and 
tho niUk records nt tho creamery show a 
steady decrease. 
The question arises, how can this "dryest 
imiiuer tho oldest Inhabitants can re- 
icraber" (which appears to be really «f 
froiiuent occurrence on Vancouver Islaudi 
he overcome. In the llrst place, the season 
of many pastures couia be lengthened by 
draining. .Secondly, by substituting clover 
for timothy; thirdly, by /ceding green 
crops. 

The objections raised to tliese last are 
that clover being early Is often damaged 
rnlns. I tliliik, however, that this loss 
amply comiiensated by the greater yield 
and the dltfereueo la quality .and by tlie 
afternmtli- This dlfflculty could.be again 
overcome by tho use of the silo, and the 
foidlug from the side wonld be less e.'c- 
pcnslvo than tho cutting of green en, p.* and 
carting to the bam during the bu.sy sea- 
son. The <piesllua of IntivxI-aeliig the silo 
is one of vital liiiiii)rtaiie>- to Cowlclian 
dairyinoii, and lis ailoptlon wiuKl ni aa 
a lessoning of the cost of produetliin of 
hatter. Taking twenty tons of green clover 
as tlie product of one acre, this would give 
you fifty pounds a day for live cows for 
li-o days. Tills with, say, six pounds of 
hay iiiul tliroe pounds of bran, say, one 
ton of bruii, one-half ton of hay, would 
make an excellent ration, and the winter's 
food iot the flve cows vrlth a total cost of 
about $.S0, or $16 per cow. I would add 
that tlic results would bo much better If 
the cows were not allowed to starve 
throngli July and August, and hence would 
reeomniend the pnltliig up a sutnelently 
huge silo to allow of feeding during tlie 
Slimmer, (plover Is a ric-lier food than corn, 
and need not necessarily be cut. An or- 
dinary horse fork can be used f(>r fllUng the 
Bllo. 

In connection with the dairying In Cow- 
iclinn, I think there la great necessity f«r 
adopting some system in breeding. Several 
herds licre have been built up from short- 
horn grades; ' these were ernssed with n 
Jersey bull; the result Is being crossed 
with the Ilolstein to obtain Increased size 
and greater quantity of milk. I'ndialily If 
nil Ayrshire were iiiiimrl eil Into the dis- 
trict niiotlier cross wmild lie tried. Now, 
It Is well luiiiwn that siiaic crosses are 
snrcessfiil. and that otliiT breeds do not 
in\x. as tlio saying It; iii-iiri- a great many 
of lliesc exrerlnients in breeding will, I am 
afraid, prove failures. 

In regard to the attempt made tills yoaf 
to encourage the Improvement of our school 
gnmads, I am glad to say that some nt- 
tenipt was made Jn the Ghemalnns, .Haple 
Jlay and Oowlehon Station schools with 
some degree of success. To the apathy of 
some of the trustees, no doubt, Is due 
the fflet that tho othcES did not take ad- 
vantage of the offer made to them of flower 
-steds. plants, etc. I hope that the mat- 
tor will not be allowed to drop and Will 
he I alien up next year. 

The receipts of this year show a slight 
falling off, due prlncli'.iilly. as you know, 
to tlie nnfurtunnfe weafTier on tlio day of 
tho eililbitlo.n, while the expenditure was 
larger than InKt year, a total of $-178 being 
awarded la prizes, I have no doubt that 
had the weather been more propitious that 
an oxcollcnt gate would linve been secured 
aud have made a very different showing 
In the balance sheet. ^Cfate, sending of an 
exhibit to New "WestmlHstef ■ was on the 
whole very sncceBsfuI, The society secur- 
ed the first prize for the <!Dnecllon of 
apples, Willie tho creamery si'ijured two 
silver <'ups and two first prizes. The gen- 
eral exiillilt, while nckriowloilgi'd by cver- 
liudy t-o lie eomiiosed of Individually ilrst- 
lil^s articles, was on t<io small a scale to 
be a [irlze winner. I may nay, however, 
hat till' mangolds wore' the largest on 
tlio griiiiad, and the roots anil grain gener- 
ally Wi re very well -ipohen of. 

If the society wishes to compote next 
r-i nr, and I tbtnk they should,, much great- 
■r i)repnrntlon must be 'made "before band 
and a quantity of summer fruits collected 
ind preserved. I beg to thank the of fleers 
and members tor their nsslstance,

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ALIENS in' PLVVOEII MINES. 

Sir: — Your articles in to-day's iusue, 
"riaccr IMines for British Subjects, ' 
raises a most interesting question. It 
soems incomprehensible that alleiis 
should bo allowed to come into Ouiiada 
and wallc away witli gold williout pay- 
ing for it. The gold belongs to the coun- 
try and is a valuable asset, and even 
if it is not all available to the present 
generation, it will bo to our descendants 
and lieirs. AVliat will tiiey say when 
the placer mines having been worked out, 
they flndjthaAome 75 per, cent, or what- 
ever it may be, was allowed to be taken 
away by iilious, witliout being paid fur'? 
Surely tlicy will be entitled to iiave a 
somewhat poor opinion of the liusiuess 
capacity of their predecessors. After all 
the question is purely a matter of busi- 
ness; wlietlior llie country is, or is not, 
getting imiil directly or indirectly for the 
value of its proiierty, wliicli we are al- 
lowing anybody who lil:us, to come and 
take ttway. It should not bo a very dif- 
licult 'matter to find'', out rouglily tho 
amount of revenue contributed by aliens, 
from miners' licenses, recording claims, 
lO'iKsr cent, royalty, and customs duties 
on foreign goods brouglit by aliens into 
the country; all in connection willi placer 
mining. If tlio sum realized rroiu tliese 
sources of revenue from aliens lias eiiuiil- 
led the value of the piiicor gold tliey liavc 
taken out tliis year, then wc have done a 
fair business transaction; if it does not, 
tlieii we liavc sold an asset of tlie coun- 
try for loss than it is wortli, ami shall 
be enntinuiug this oxtTnordinary Inisi- 
ness nietlioil, until we put ou a tax of 
sonie sort to make the revenue derived 
from aliens I'liiiie ill) to the A'ulue Of the 
gold they take away.

Sir; The article contriliuted to your 
eoluiiis by " H Flat " -dti Tliiirsduy last 
brought together in ii lively inanner 
many iiiusieal items of current interest. 
So far no fault can be found. ■ But un- 
fortunately tho writer went out of his 
way to make certain remarks, Avhich I 
ipioie in order lliat luy comments may 
I'c iiuite clear: 

In passing. It might not be out of place 
to deplore the fact that one or two private 
I bibs of unusnal dimensions have recently 
sprung into being. 'I'hclr iili.ieel, of cource, 
is to provide euterliiliiinent for liersons 
belonging to certain sets. In order to avoid 
assisting pnlille Institutions wiiere menibi'r- 
ship Is open to all classes. There can he 
no possible ob.1ectIoii to a few friends meet- 
ing at their dllTerent homes and enjoying 
concerted singing, but when It becomes a 
matter of canvassing for and obtaining 
some no or 00 volci'S, It creates a Ktnniblliig 
iilock to the advancement of pnhile su- 
cii ties. 

-As conductor of two of tlK'H(> societies 
leriiied public, may I be allowed to dis- 
clnini any sj-mpatliy with this view of 
the niattor. If private clubs are spring- 
ing into lieiiig, I would say " more 
power to them," for I firmly believe 
they will in the end lienelit and not in- 
jiiro tho ptililie societies, Competition 
is the soul of hiisiiiess in music, as in 
otiior branches of lumian activity, and 
wliat we need in A'ictoria is more of it, 
not less. TTiiaided, it is very liard in- 
deed to sustain a liigli stainlarii for any 
length of time, and pressure from other 
liiiiirlers in friendly rivalry is conducive 
not inimical to advanceiiient. 

'I'll say that private cliilis ar(> forined 
by liersons of an exclusive Iiabit, in or- 
der III avoid niingliiig with "all classes," 
is ungenerous, but suppose it is so in 
pan. Have not singers a perl'eet right 
to go where they please'.' It. is iiurely 
!i ma tier of taste. One joins a public 
society, wliieli entails a certain iiiiioiint 
of bard work, with little relief, while 
anotlu'r attends a private club, where 
the serious business of the evening is 
interspersed witli more or less conversa- 
tion and light rcfreshmcDt. 

As to canvassing for voice!, tlio pro- 
moters of private clubs doubtless pur- 
sue very wicked methods, but there 
I hey are 'certainly in very good com- 
pany, for do n(5t' all .managers^ of public 
societies and even church choirs do tlie 
very same thing? Nay, arc not \yc con- 
ductors always on the lookout for good 
material, and although of course none 
of us would for tho world " steal '* a 
singer, if one shonld quietly Cfiiiie over 
from our friend wlio rehearses in the 
liall or the churcli over tlie way. wliy 
it's an ill wind bhiws naebndy gtiid. 

I do not see why public spirit siniuld 
he .Invoked in the niatfer at all. For 
amateurs music is a recreation, engaged 
in as a welcome relief after the (fay's 
work is done, and as soon as it is made 
a duty the recreation vanishes. It is 
tru(! that the path of the conductor is 
strewn with rocks, not roses, ;inil that 
as he pursues his toilsome w;iy it needs 
a good deal of public spirit to onable 
him to Iiear up, especially when tin." en- 
livening iirospect of the concert is yet 
afiir ofT, but in tile cas(> of the ordimiry 
nienilier this (luestinn does not arise. 

If "15 h'lat " is a conductor ho hn.s my 
rospeclfiil sympathy, but I would recom- 
mend him, instead of crying over spilt 
milk, to bear in mind the tacts that all 
taslcs are not tho same, iiiiil that tlie 
musical amateur goes naturally enough 
where he or she is most iiiteresteil. lu 
the iiiusical world, as in the larger 
world, cneleris iiaribus the lit lest will 
survive, ami the society— imliHc or pri- 
vate— wliicli possesses most of that ele- 
ment of interest for its menilK'rs will 
sootier rir later tittraet the best talent. 
The situation here— and olsewliero, for 
fi.iat mailer— is of course complicated by 
social ciinsideralions. but as a matter 
of fact, dilTerenccs in worldly station re- 
ceive no attention from amateurs blest 
with common sense, onrho; ptirsue; music 
for its own sake. -. ' ' 

This letter is lilrcady. too long, but I 
should like to addton^ ]iro.|;dr''It has evi- 
dently escaped the' ' attention of your 
contributor f hat 08 the .line; of;;jmu8icnl 
attainment is' driiwri^mdoK'mbre'ItMsely 
by private clubs than bypublic. sodetiesj 
tlie former.. ai:e - jqinea.hy miiny;' who, 
through aiffldehce or" want " of ! know- 
ledge, would otherwise' 'j; never sing In 
chorus at all. • After a little they ac- 
quire that thirst for mo're^that most of 
us have felt in tho beginning, and then 
they take heart of grace and go in for 
and enjoy the sheer hard work of a 
public society. Tho mnriil i.ii tlint if it 
were not for tho private clubs, many a 
good singer would ho lost to the public 
societies. And tlint is what I meant 
by saying that in my opinion the one 
class will in the end bciii^rit instead of 
injuring the otl'or.
